HOW TO OBRDER.—Always use order sheet and printed envelope sent with each Gatalogue. 
Write plainly; keep a copy of your order. Do not order C. O. D. as it is an unnecessary 
expense to customers, as cost of collecting is added to all bills. 


REMITTING MONEY.—Cash should always accompany the order. Remittances may be made 
at our risk by either of the following methods: (1) Postoffice Money Orders; (2) Express 
Companies’ Money Orders; (3) Draft on New York or Chicago; (4) Registered Letters. 
Money sent by either method is absolutely safe, and will cost from three to fifteen cents. 
When not convenient to make remittances by the above methods, by farmers living on 
Rural Routes, local checks will be accepted in payment. 


STAMPS received same as cash for small orders, or when notes are not obtainable, and they 
must be clean and in good condition, but will not be responsible for sums of One Dollar 
or over sent in this manner. Send only the 2c, 5c, and 10c¢ stamps. 


PARCEL POST.—Under the Parcel Post rates, to avoid confusion and misunderstanding 
with our customers, we send seeds in packets, ounces, quarter pounds, pounds and half 
pints, by mail prepaid to any part of the United States and Canada. 

For the nearby points in the 2nd and 3rd zones, on heavy packages, in 5 and 10 Ib. lots, 
or for % pk. or peck of Beans, Corn and Peas, we can send these prepaid by mail at a 
saving over express rates if preferred. 

For the 2nd zone it will cost from 10 to 20 cts., for the 8rd zone from 15 to 35 ets., ac- 
cording to weight. 

If customers will remit this additional sum above the amount of the order we can send 
the seeds by mail prepaid, otherwise we have to send by express at their expense. 

For the farther zones it will come cheaper to have them sent by express. 

Your postmaster can inform you in what zone you are located from Pella. 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS.—When goods are to be shipped by Freight or Express give plain 
shipping directions; otherwise we use our best judgment in regard to the matter. 


PREPAID RAILROAD STATIONS.—Customers who live at such points where there is no 
agent should send enough money to prepay freight charges, when too much is sent will 
return balance. Else will have to send to nearest station where there is an agent. 


NAME AND ADDRESS.—In sending an order please be particular in giving Name, Postofiice, 
Couxty and State, in full, distinctly written. We are often in receipt of orders from cus- 
tomers who not only forget to sign their names, but also their place of residence, thus 
causing a delay of weeks in the execution of their orders. Write your orders plainly, 
separate from the body of the letter. 


SAFE ARRIVAL OF PACKAGES.—We guarantee the safe arrival of packages of seeds and 
bulbs, in good condition in every case. If the package is injured or lost we will replace it 
as soon as informed of the fact. Sometimes it happens that orders never reach us. When 
customers fail to receive their seeds or bulbs in a reasonable time, they should inform us, 


and at the same time send a duplicate copy of their order, which can be Je at once, 
and save much delay. 


MISTAKES.—We take utmost care in filling orders, still errors will happen in spite of all 
care.

To 
prevent splitting or bursting of cabbage, go frequently over the ground and start every cab- 
bage that appears about to mature, by pushing them over sideways, which breaks some of 
the roots and checks its growth. To prevent the attacks of cabbage fly on small plants 
dust thoroughly with plaster, air-slacked lime, or wood ashes freely over the young plants.

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POT, MEDICAL and SWEET HERBS 


A few pot and sweet herbs (for flavoring 
soups, meats, etc.) are indispensable to every 
garden, while some of the medicinal herbs 
will also be found very useful. Herbs in 
general love a mellow and free soil. Sow 
early in spring, in shallow drills, one foot 
apart, and when well up thin out or trans- 
plant from six to ten inches apart. Care 
should be taken to harvest them properly. 
Do this on a dry day just before they come 
into full blossom; dry quickly in the shade; 
pack close in dry boxes to exclude the air 
entirely. 

Those marked with a (*) are perennial, and 
when once obtained in the garden may be 
preserved for years with little attention.

Hubam clover may be grown either in cultivated rows, in solid seedings with or without 
a nurse crop. In cultivated rows 3 to 4 pounds should be used. To sow broadcast from 
8 to 10 pounds is sown per acre. 

Early planting is desirable, the small plants will witheind quite cold weather and 
will yield heavier crop compared with late seeding. March and April seeding is prefered. 

Hubam should be planted on a perfectly firm seed bed with a surface mulch of loose 
soil. Never plant Hubam on a freshly plowed seed bed. It does best on soil that is fairly 
sweet or at least not strongly acid. It will stand a quite alkali soil: it loves the strong 
lime soils. Inoculation is necessary for best results with this clover to benefit the soils upon 
which is grows. 

Hubam should be harvested when about one-half of the seed pods have turned brown and 
the first ripe seed is beginning to shatter. ' 

You cannot be too particular about getting the genuine Hubam seed. Some irresponsible 
Seed Houses are trying to substitute the biennial Sweet Clover for this which is worth 
only one-tenth of the price of the Annual.
